and Opp. 

An 8,3-acre site has been 
acquired for this purpose, and 
an architectural firm employed 
to design and supervise erection 


of the new offices, 

Delegations representing the 
cities of Andalusia and Opp met 
with the Covington Electric 
Board on December 16, offer- 
ing assistance to the Coopera- 
tive, and inviting consideration 
of their respective towns as 
the location of new headquar- 
ters facilities, 

“The Board of Trustees is 
deeply appreciative of the fine 
interest and consideration ex- 
pressed in this matter by both 
Andalusia and Opp, However, 
in view of the many circum- 
Stances involved in connection 
with this move, the Board felt 
the Sanford site would be best,’’ 
Bryant stated, 

Bryant also announced that 
John Hill has been employed 
as General Manager of Cov- 
ington Electric, Hill has served 
as Commercial Manager of both 
Alabama and Covington Electric 
Cooperatives for the past 14 
years, 

Operation of the two 
cooperatives will continue from 
the present office facilities on 
U, S, Highway 29 North in 
Andalusia for the next several 
months, until Covington Ele- 
ectric has completed erection 
of its new quarters, 

After Covington Electric 
moves into its new offices, Ala- 
bama Electric will utilize the 
offices now shared by the two 
cooperatives, 

Alabama Electric is Pre- 
sently engaged in a $20 million 
expansion project. Included in 
this is the erection of a new 
66,000 KW steam power plant 
near Jackson, Alabama, Several 
contracts for equipment for the 
new power plant, together with 
related facilities, have already 
been awarded, 

A generation and transmis- 
sion cooperatives, Alabama 
Electric operates steam and 
hydro power plants, along with 
transmission facilities, and 
furnishes electricity at whole- 
sale to six electric distribu- 
tion cooperatives, four mini- 
cipalities and two large in- 
dustries, 

Service is to be inaugurated 
to three additional electric co- 
op systems by Alabama Ele- 
ctric in connection with its 
present expansion project, 

Covington Electric is a dis- 
tribution cooperative, serving 
some 10,200 consumers at re- 
tail, and operating over 1,700 
miles of power lines is Cov- 
ington, Coffee, Crenshaw and 
Geneva counties, Covington 
Electric obtains its wholesale 
power requirements from Ala- 
bama Electric,

Holly Is 
Symbol Of 


- A 
Goodwill 

Love, the poets say, is 
like the wild rose briar 
and friendship like the holly 
tree, 

The similarity of love 
and wild rose briar may 
need proving but history 
records the use of holly 
as a symbol of goodwill and 
friendship even before the 
Christian era, 

Holly wreaths, sprays 
and twigs were used, too, 
in various rites through- 
out much of Europe inthose 
early days. And large quan- 
tities of the shiny green 
foliage and red berries 
were brought indoors to 
brighten the scene during 
drab winter days, But even 
before the Romans set foot 
on English shores, the 
druids were using holly in 
their own pagan rites. 

Due to this pagan asso- 
ciation, early Christian 
leaders opposed use of 
holly during the Christmas 
season, In fact, Christians 
were forbidden to decorate 
thelr homes with Chris- 
tmas greenery during the 
mid-December Saturnalian 
revelries of the Roman 
Empire. Eventually, how- 
ever, holly decorations be- 
came so well established 
and so popular they were 
given Christmas accept- 
ance, 


Of all the traditional, 
always-the-same symbols 
of Christmas, you might 
think that holly is most 
unchangeable, 

But a plant breeder at 
Rutgers University’s Col- 
lege of Agriculture says 
“no,’’-there’s room for 
improvement in holly. He’s 
not out to change the sym- 
bolism of holly, whatever 
that may be, but only the 
plant itself, 


Dr. Elwin R,. Orton is 
talking about American 
holly - ilex opaca - that 
grows best in New Jersey 
and the East, not English 
holly. Most of the English 
holly available at Chris- 
tmas comes from the Pa- 
cific Northwest. 


VARIATIONS 

But there are tremen- 
jdous variations within the 
American species incolor; 
glossiness of leaves, 
bearing habits of berries 
and other characteristics. 
And it lives through cold 
winters that can kill the 
less hardy English holly. 

Doctor Orton’s holly- 
breeding project began with 
selection of male and 
female plants with charac- 
teristics that might im- 
prove the species, then 
cross - pollination ac- 
cording to time-tested 
methods. 

Harvesting the berries 
was easy enough, But each 
berry contains four seeds 
with extremely hard coats. 
Normally, in wild state, a 
holly seed takes as long as 
three years to germinate. 


STILL TAKES TIME 

Successful experiments 
compressed this time to 14 
months, yet it’s still two 
and a quarter years from 
time of planting the seed 
until the new plant is 15 
inches high and big enough 
for results to be seen. 
Complicating this situation 
is the fact that some plants 
don’t begin to show desir- 
able characteristics - put 
their best foot forward - 
until after four or five 
years, 

New sorts will be worth 
waiting for, but meanwhile, 
Dr. Orton suggests, enjoy 
Whatever kind of holly you 
can get, American or Eng- 
ligh.

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“O Christmas Tree” 
Means Fir to Most 


Traditional for trimming, 
the fir is the tree most people 
think of when they sing “O 
Christmas tree, O Christmas 
tree, how lovely are thy 
branches.” 

Although there are close to 
40 species of firs found in Cen- 
tral and Southern Europe, 
Asia north of the Himalayas, 
and North America, the holi- 
day favorite — the Douglas fir 

is not even a true fir. 

Originally named false hem- 
lock with yew-like needles 
the Douglas fir is neither a 
yew, hemlock, spruce nor fir. 
But it does have some of the 
characteristics of all four 
evergreens, and its identity 
confused botanists for years. 

The Douglas fir’s graceful, 
upturned growth and ability 
to hold its needles when cut 
have put it in the top spot for 
Christmas use. It also produces 
top-quality lumber. The state 
of Montana is an important 
source of Douglas firs. 

Next popular Christmas tree 
is the balsam fir. Also called 
Canada balsam or Balm of 
Gilead, according to The En- 
cyclopedia Americana, balsam 
grows from Newfoundland to 


Virginia, west to Iowa and 
north and west deep into 
Canada. 


Balsam retains needles well 
and give off a pleasing fra- 
grance, It is especially well-

Season’s 
‘Firsts’ Are 


Traced 


Shepherds watched, angels 
sang and wise men traveled 
far to behold the miracle of 
the first Christmas. 

Since that holy night a mul- 
titude of legends and customs, 
both religious and _ secular, 
have developed as part of the 
holiday. Each legend was once 
told, each custom once ob- 
served for the first time, and 
though origins of many tradi- 
tions are now lost in time, 
other Christmas “firsts” have 
been recorded for posterity. 

There are historical Christ- 
mas “firsts,” attested by church 
records and by scientific re- 
search into the early years of 
Christianity, as well as “firsts” 
of later history and “firsts” 
that blend fact with myth.

Setting the Date 

December 25 was first as- 
signed as the date for the 
celebration of the Nativity in 
about the year 320 A.D.. Since 
the New Testament was writ- 
ten as religious instruction 
rather than history, the exact 
dace Ol Christ’s birth is not 
known.

Hanging Stockings 

Story or the first Cnristmas 
stocking is associated with the 
real St. Nicholas, a fourth cen- 
tury bishop known for his 
many kind deeds, Wishing to 
present an anonymous gift to 
help the daughters of an im- 
poverished merchant, he threw 
a bag of gold down the chim- 
ney, where it fell into a stock- 
ing hung up to dry. 

The legend is reflected in 
today’s custom of tucking 
“gold” — an orange or tanger- 
ine — into the toe of a Christ- 
mas stocking. 


Trimming Trees 

Trimmed Christmas trees 
first appeared in the United 
Scates probably during the 
American Kevyoiution. Hessian 
soldiers with the British forces 
Started the practice to relieve 
their nostalgia for their home- 
iand, 

An early diary, written at 
Fort Dearborn, Ill., in 1804 re- 
lates the practice of trimming 
the Christmas tree with orna- 
ments of the time, 


At the White House 

First National Community 
Christmas Tree in the U.S. was 
placed on the White House 
‘awn in 1923, while Calvin 
Coolidge was President. The 
tree was a spruce from Cool- 
idge’s native state, Vermont. 

In the following year Cool- 
idge presided at a ceremony 
under the sponsorship of the 
American Forestry association, 
to urge the use of living Christ- 
mas trees.

At the ound Table 

Traditionally, the first 
Christmas feast in England 
was held at the Round Table 
of King Arthur. While the spe- 
‘cific date is undetermined, ref-

Even when Christmas wasn’t

prizes from two hundred to 
one thousand dollars, Winners, 
with two exceptions, were art- 
ists born in the United States. 

Women artists were well- 
represented among winners. 
Rosina Emmet was the movher 
of the late author and play- 
wright, Robert Emmet Sher- 
wood. Others were Dora 
Wheeler, Anne Morse, Lizbeth 
Humphrey and Florence Taber.

FREEZING WILD GAME 


hunting season you will 
have wild game to freeze 


f or at least I hope you will, 


Game is anexcellent meat 
and is nutritious, Some 
people, however, don’t care 
for the flavor of game but 
perhaps it is because the 
game hasn’t been dressed 
or cared for properly, 

Deer meat needs to be 
aged for seven to ten days 
at 38 degrees-40 degrees 
F, before cutting. This 
helps tenderize the meat 
and gives it a _ hetter 
flavor and texture. 

When packaging your 
meat, be certain itis ina 
moisture - vapor proof 
freezer material. This type 
material will insure you of 
good meat later, 


Most people do not en- 
joy cracking nuts, but if 
they don’t get them cracked 
and preserved the nuts will 
become rancid. There are 
three ways to crack pe- 
cans, Discover which me- 
thod will meet your needs 
the best. The three methods 
are; 

--Double a towel or 
clean cloth sack, spread 


| flat, cover with three lay- 


2rs of pecans and spread 
the towel back over nuts, 
Dampen thoroughly, allow 
to remain overnight and 
crack the next day, 
--Place enough waterin 
a pressure canner or sauce 
pan tocoverthe rack in the 
bottom. Fill with pecans 
and steam under five 
pounds pressure for 10 


Minutes, 


--Half fill a large pot 
water and let boil, 
in pecans, making 
sure they’re all under wa- 
ter, boil five minutes and 
drain. Spread the nuts and 
let dry before cracking, 
This is the fastest and 
easiest method of the three, 
To can the nuts, pack 
the mat firmly into clean, 
dry, standard canning jars 
and sealing with a two- 
piece metal lid. Place the 
jars in a hot waterbath 
in which the water is about 
two inches deep. Let boil 
for 30 minutes. Remove 
jars from water and place 
on rack to cool, Do not 
tighten jar ring even if 
it s loose. 

To freeze, place shelled 
nuts in moisture-vapor 
proof freezer containers 
and seal. Labeland store at 
zero degrees or below. 

Canned pecans willkeep 
for one year, while frozen 
ones are good for 18 
months or longer,

Christmas Caroling Dates 


Back Many Years 


Christmas caroling is 
almost as old as Christ- 
mas itself--though not in 
the form we know it. 

An early historian 
wrote that in the Second 
Century the bishop of Rome 
urged his people to sing 
“in celebration of our 
Lord.’’ Christmas hymns 
go back to the Fifth Cen- 
tury, when most of them 
were written in Latin. 

St. Francis of Assisi 


is regarded as the father 
of caroling as we know it. 
In 1223, St. Francis placed 
a creche (miniature Na- 
tivity scene), in a hermi- 
tage in Grecchio, Italy. 

After this many 
churches began displaying 
a Nativity scene at Christ- 
mas, and soon the people 
began acting out the Christ- 
mas story. The actors 
composed carols to sing 
with their Nativity plays 
and after the plays they 
would stroll down the 
street, singing, In‘ that 
way, street caroling was 
born. 

Joseph Mohr, a pastor 
in Oberndorf, Austria,

Frozen Turkeys Need 
Special Preparation 


No doubt you’re going holidays and chances are 
to have a turkey for the that it’s in the freezer 
now or you'll buy a fro- 
zen one. 

“Tf your commercially 
frozen bird is a stuffed one 
don’t thaw it before cook- 
ing,’’ warns Farris Prick- 
ett, Extension foods and 
nutrition specialist. 

“Read the label and fol- 
low instructions very care- 
fully,’’ adds the Auburn 
University specialist. 
“‘The stuffing in turkeys 
is a growth material for 
food spoilage bacteria.’’ 

Slowly thaw unstuffed 
frozen birds in the re- 
frigerator until they are 
pliable, stresses Miss 
Prickett. Slow defrosting 
causes less seepage of 
juices from the meat and 
refrigerator temperature 
is undesirable for bacteria 
growth, 

Generally it takes three 
to four hours to thaw one 
pound of frozen meat. 


Renew Coffee 
Making Skills 
For Holiday 


Christmas is a season 
for nose twitching. Scents 
of newly cut evergreens, 
turkey and dressing and all 
kinds of cookies. and 
candies fill the home. 

But probably the most 
prevalent smell is the 
aroma of perking coffee. 
“How “bout a cup of 
coffee,’’ is the standard 
greeting ‘as guests come 
calling. 

And since this special 
time is near, a quick re- 
fresher course in the art of 
making good coffee appears 
worthwhile. 

First lesson is to re- 
member that coffee flavor 
elements are highly vola- 
tile.

Owns Angus Bulls 


The George C, Wal- 
lace State Technical Trade 
School is now the owner 
of three purebred Aber- 
deen Angus bulls that havc 
been donated through the 
| generosity of friends of the 
school, 

The first two were do- 
nations of Dr. Jim Hicks 
of Birmingham, formerly 
from Enterprise, Alabama, 
and a nephew of a member 
of the school staff, H, T. 
Norton, Ozark, Alabama, 
Instructor in Tractor and 
Diesel Mechanics. Doctor 
Hicks is a breeder of pure- 
bred cattle at his Briar 
Hill Farms in Union 


|Springs, Alabama, and has 


made a very vital contri- 
bution to improvement of 
herds in this area through 
donations to schools and 
FFA Chapters. 

The most recent do- 
nation was by Mr. R, L, 
Smith, of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri., This addition to the 
herd is the purebred Aber- 
deen Angus RLS Jules 43, 
a two year old bull sired 
by Imperial Jules Eric of 
Wych Cross out of dam Im- 
perial Pomme of Clacrmae. 
Mr. Smith gave the school 
the first pick of the ani- 
mals in the herd. 

In addition to the mone- 
tary value of these pure- 
bred bulls, a most signifi- 
cant contribution has been 
made to the welfare of the 
school as a result of the 
commercial aspects of the 
cattle program. The in- 
come from beef cattle pro- 
duction was a most impor- 
tant factor in the operation 
of the school at the time 
schools in Alabama were 
in pro-ration.

Early Paintings Tell the Christmas Story 
—And the Story of Changing Times 


From earliest times, artists found, in the story of the Nativity and the events Surrounding it, a source of inspiration 
and a challenge to their talents. The Madonna and Child, the Holy Family, the Magi, the manger scene — these are the sub- 
jects that have engendered some of the world’s most famous paintings. 

And, as students of both art and history know, such paintings not only portray a scene, they also tell something of the 
times in which they were painted. 

As the Middle Ages drew to a close and the Renaissance dawned, new light was spreading over the world. 

Mid-15th-century artists were turning from theories of painting which depicted more Stylized poses and ornate detail, 
liberally touched with gilt, to an approach which emphasized more realistic, lifelike figures and landscapes, as seen in paint- 
ings of humble peasants ador- 
ing the Christ Child, true-to- 
life stable animals and even 
blacksmiths working in the 
background of the manger. 

In “Adoration of the Magi,” 
a painting by Giovanni di 
Paolo which is now in the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art in Wash- 
ington, D.C., the Three Kings 
are depicted in an elaborate, 
decorative style. The back- 
ground of the painting, how- 
ever, shows a more lifelike in- 
terpretation. The landscape of 
fields dotted with crops, criss- 
crossed with roads and bathed 
in sunlight is refreshing —and 
a treatment new to the times. 

Another “The Adorztion of 
the Magi” at the National Gal- 
lery is even more indicative of 
a world in transition. This 
tondo (circular) painting was 
begun by one artist, Fra An- 
gelico, and finished by anoth- 
er, Fra Filippo Lippi. The prin- 
cipal part of the painting, at- 
tributed to Fra Angelico, has 
an idealized, other-worldly at- 
mosphere. 

Realism appears in the solid, 
substantial figures of the fore- 
ground — typical Renaissance 
forms, the work of Fra Filippo. 

Both of these “Adorations” 
were painted in tempera on 
wood. Tempera, a mixture of 
pigments and dyes with egg 
yolk to produce a dull finish 
on a surface prepared with 
egg white for adhesion, was a 
common medium for medieval 
Italian artists. 

In “The Nativity,” also in 
the National Gallery, the 
Flemish artist Petrus Christus 
used oil paints on wood, thus 
marking ancther advance of 
the early Renaissance. Flem- 
ish artists were the first to use 
oil extensively in painting; 
formerly, it had been used 
only in glazes for tempera 
paintings. 

A study of “The Nativity” 
shows that the figures of Pet- 
rus’ painting are very natural 
and realistic. Joseph is an or- 
dinary Flemish peasant, the 
Christ Child a lifelike new- 
born Baby. Space perspective, 
too, begins to show a more 
realistic treatment.
